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ADOPTION 


The Children’s Department acts as an adoption agency and all enquiries relating to this 
should be made to the central office.

AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Ambulance Service is provided by the County Health Department for the transport 
of patients to and from hospitals and clinics. 


Urgent cases 


In an emergency an ambulance can be obtained by dialling “999”, or “O” or “O1” 
as indicated on the label in the centre of the telephone dial. The call is put through to the 
control centre, where it is transmitted to the appropriate station by radio-telephony which is 
also used to divert ambulances on the road. No charge is made by the G.P.O. for ‘‘ 999 ”’ 
calls. 


Non-urgent cases 


Requests should be made to the County Medical Officer of Health on forms which may 
be obtained from the Health Department or from the Northamptonshire Executive Council. 
At short notice, requests may be telephoned to Ambulance Control, Tel.: Northampton 
360633, or to the automatic telephone answering machine, Tel.: Northampton 38233. To 
ensure that the service operates efficiently all calls for the ambulance service, other than those 
for the telephone answering machine, should be made to the Control Room and not to local 
stations, as the Control Room is in radio telephonic communication with other ambulance 
stations and all ambulances. 


Automatic telephone answering machine 
This machine is now being used in Ambulance Control Room as an experiment to deal 
with non-urgent requests. The advantages of this scheme are: 


(a) Time-saving for the doctor making the call, in that it will not be necessary to dictate 
slowly. 


(b) Doctors will be relieved of the need to write out transport certificates for individual 
patients. 


(c) Economy in the printing of transport certificates and a saving in postage. 

(d) Control staff will be relieved during busy periods of the need to record requests for 
future appointments. 

The machine identifies itself by means of a pre-recorded tape, and practitioners are requested 

to give the information in the following order: 

Doctor’s name. 

Doctor’s telephone number (for use by Control staff in the event of a query). 

Patient’s name and address. 

Destination. 

Date and time of appointment. 

Out-patient or admission.

To use the machine, all requests for the following day or later should be telephoned, from 
7.0 a.m. to 9.0 p.m. Monday to Friday, to Northampton 38233.

Night calls 


Two stations, Kettering and Northampton, are manned for twenty-four hours per day. 
The other stations are unmanned at night, the drivers undertaking stand-by duty at home. 
Consequently, in order to make the best possible use of the service it is particularly important 
that all night calls should be made to the Ambulance Control Room and not to local stations. 


Major accidents 


The County Health Department and the Hospital Management Committees have prepared 
schemes for use in the event of a major accident such as a railway crash. 


Transport of a patient to a distant hospital 


The use of the ambulance service should be restricted to hospitals within the Oxford 
region or surrounding area, unless there are exceptional circumstances which necessitate 
diagnosis or treatment at a more distant hospital. In other cases it is possible to make 
private arrangements with the St. John Ambulance Brigade for transport to a distant hospital. 

Where long journeys have to be undertaken it is often more comfortable for the patient, 
as well as being more economical, to arrange for the journey to be made by rail. A railway 
compartment or seat can be reserved if necessary. Special forms, which can be obtained 
from the Health Department or from the nearest ambulance station, should be completed 
whenever transport is required to a distant hospital.

APPLIANCES 


_ Medical and surgical appliances are provided by the hospital service and by the County 
Health Department. 


The hospital service provides appliances on the prescription of a consultant to patients 
referred by practitioners. This includes artificial limbs, crutches, hearing aids, wheel chairs. 
etc. 


The County Health Department provides enuresis alarm machines (see page E.5), nursing 
equipment (see page N.5), larger articles such as hoists, hospital beds, commodes, sorbo- 
rubber mattresses (see page N.5) and wheel chairs (see page W.5).

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NATIONAL ASSISTANCE BOARD 


Main functions 


The grant of assistance to necessitous persons, the administration of the non-contributory 
old age pension scheme, and the provision of reception centres for persons without a settled 
way of living. 


Other duties include those in connection with applications for refund of fares of patients 
travelling to and from hospital, the issuing of vouchers for free supplies of welfare foods, 
and the certification of claims for repayment of post war credits.

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BLIND PERSONS 


The County Welfare Department arranges for registration, examination and certification 
of blind persons. Copies of the certificates, which are signed by an ophthalmologist, are sent 
to practitioners. 


‘For those who are suitable for employment in open industry, rehabilitation and training 
is arranged. For those who cannot be so employed, a home workers’ scheme is available, 
and sheltered workshops are provided through agency arrangements by the Northampton- 
shire Town and County Association for the Blind. Qualified home teachers are employed 
for home visits, instruction in Braille, handicraft and occupational interests. Other facilities 
provided include holidays; social activities; certificates of exemption from wireless and dog 
licence duty; reduced rail fares to enable blind persons to travel with guides, to attend 
hospitals and for educational or business reasons; membership of the National Library for 
the blind; talking book machines; and radio sets. 


Two residential homes are provided by the Association (see page E.1). 
For the purpose of the welfare of the blind the county has been divided into four areas.

Mobile bleeding teams visit Northampton twice a month 
and other parts of the county at frequent intervals. Dates and times are announced in the 
local press beforehand.

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CHILD GUIDANCE 


This is a joint service provided by the Health Departments of the County and County 
- Borough in conjunction with the Regional Hospital Board. 


Pre-schoolchildren, schoolchildren, or in certain cases children who have left school, may 
be seen for assessment and treatment at clinics which are held in Northampton, Kettering, 
Corby and Wellingborough. A résumé of the case and social conditions of the 
family should be sent to the Northampton Clinic, 28 Billing Road, Northampton (Telephone 
number 34911), which is the administrative centre, and an appointment will then be made at 
the nearest clinic. In most cases a social worker will first visit the home to report on home 
conditions and the child’s intelligence will be assessed. 


There is frequently a waiting list for this service. 
Whenever necessary, domiciliary visits can be arranged with the consultant child 
psychiatrist through the National Health Service.

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CHILD WELFARE CLINICS 


Clinics, staffed and organised by the County Health Department, offer facilities for health 
education of mothers and for the medical supervision of infants and pre-school children. 
Immunisation is available at these clinics and welfare foods are usually distributed from 
them. A mobile clinic is in operation in certain rural areas of the county. In some instances, 
mothers and children are conveyed to the nearest clinic by special transport. 


In addition, some family doctors conduct child welfare clinics for their own patients and, 
whenever possible, health visitors are made available to assist in this work.

CHILDREN’S DEPARTMENT 


The Children’s Department is concerned with the welfare of all children up to the age of 
18 years who may be unable to enjoy the benefits of a normal home life, either as a result 
of the misfortune or infirmity of their parents, or as a result of lack of proper care or guidance. 


The Department is empowered to investigate those conditions within the home which 
might lead either to the neglect of the child or to the break-up of the family. It is concerned 
with the welfare of any child who may be living apart from his parents, and it has a direct 
responsibility for the children in the care of the Local Authority. It must endeavour to 
provide good substitute homes for these children, and ensure as far as possible their happi- 
ness, proper education, training and employment. In addition it has a duty to supervise 
other children, not in its care, placed in private foster homes. 


The main services provided are the reception and care of: 


(1) Children who need protection or control. This includes the child who is forming 
bad associations, is exposed to moral danger, or who is being ill-treated or neglected. 

(2) Deprived children whose parents are unable to provide for them. The parents must 
be willing to allow the children to be taken into care, but they do not relinquish any parental 
rights. These children are then placed in the type of foster or residential home which is 
most suited to their needs. 


Foster homes 


Approximately 70 per cent of these children are placed in foster homes on a temporary or 
permanent arrangement. Group fostering to take family groups of up to five children is 
encouraged. 


Residential homes 


The following homes are provided for children who cannot be placed in foster homes: 


Children—0-5 years—at 33 Kingsley Road, Northampton.

Other duties 


All possible advice, guidance and assistance is given to families by the Department to 
avoid the need for children to come'into care. Case workers in certain areas of the county 
work closely with families who have long-standing problems to try and prevent these families 
from breaking up. The responsibility for attempting to rehabilitate homeless families lies 
with the Department, but voluntary co-operation from the family concerned is necessary. 


Supervision of the children’s welfare whilst they remain in the Department’s care; giving 
help and guidance where necessary after they leave school; and maintaining contact with 
their families where necessary.

CHIROPODY 





A chiropody service for handicapped persons and for those over the age of retirement is 
partially financed by the County Health Department and is provided through voluntary 
organisations. The standard charge to the patient is 2/6d. per treatment, although 
the organisations have discretion in this matter. Elderly people requiring treatment should 
get in touch with the secretary of the nearest organisation which is taking part in the scheme, 
whose address can be obtained from the County Health Department.

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DEAF PERSONS 


Deafness in children. An audiometric service is in operation, under the control of the 
County Medical Officer of Health, whereby routine hearing tests on six-year-old school 
children and those in “at risk” groups are carried out. Children who fail the initial 
audiometer test are later fully investigated at hearing assessment clinics and, if necessary, 
referred to family doctors. Screening tests for deafness in babies and pre-school children 
are carried out by health visitors. Where necessary, further tests are carried out at the 
hearing assessment clinics. Practitioners who wish to have a child’s hearing assessed should 
apply to the County Medical Officer of Health.

Removal to suitable premises of persons in need of care and attention 


Under Section 47 of the National Assistance Act, 1948, a district medical officer of health 
may, after thorough enquiry and subject to a court order, issue a certificate for the removal to 
a suitable hospital or other place of persons who: 


(a) are suffering from grave chronic disease or, being aged, infirm or physically incapaci- 
tated, are living in insanitary conditions, and 


(b) are unable to devote to themselves, and are not receiving from other persons, proper 


care and attention. 


These orders are issued in the first instance for a period not exceeding three weeks and may 
be extended from time to time by court order for such further period not exceeding three 


months.

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HEALTH EDUCATION 


Health education plays a major part in preventive medicine by showing people how to 
achieve positive health by their own actions and efforts. The Health Education section of 
the County Health Department works very closely with the other branches of the Depart- 
ment, covering the needs of all age groups within the community. 


It arranges the distribution of literature, leaflets and posters to clinics and centres, and 
organises displays and demonstrations at clinics, at most of the County Shows and at various 
public gatherings. Talks on health matters and film shows are presented to interested 
groups. 


Midwives and health visitors give weekly instruction in relaxation and parentcraft to 
expectant mothers at centres throughout the county. A number of health visitors also give 
regular taiks in schools on parentcraft, hygiene and “ growing up ”’.

THE HEALTH VISITING SERVICE 


Qualifications 


Health visitors of the County Heaith Department are state registered nurses and hold at 
least the Part I qualification of the Central Midwives Board although most are, in fact, fully 
qualified midwives. In addition they have undergone a year’s full-time training for the 
health visitors’ certificate, the preparation for which includes wide instruction in socio- 
medical work and in the social services. While particular attention has traditionally been 
given to infant feeding and management and to child care, health visitors are now taught a 
much wider range of subjects and are competent to advise all members of families on social 
aspects of health and disease and on the services available to the public. Instruction in the 
principles and techniques of health education has likewise become an important part of their 
training. 


The work of the health visitor 


The heaith visitor is a general-purpose family visitor who, although no longer practising 
the art of nursing, is responsible for the prevention of illness and the promotion of health 
in the family setting. This work is carried out by health education and social advice, much 
of this being supplied in the course of home visits, but group education is increasingly em- 
ployed at classes for expectant mothers, at child welfare clinics, and in schools. Group 
education is often more effective than individual instruction, as well as being more economical 
in the use of the health visitors’ time. 


All families with young children are visited, as are those which have special problems of 
any kind, no matter whether these arise from age or infirmity. Health visitors are also 
responsible for testing the urine of all babies in order to exclude phenylketonuria, and they 
also carry out screening tests for deafness in babies and young children. A diminishing but 
important part of home visiting concerns the aftercare of tuberculous patients, and the alter- 
care of patients who have received hospital treatment for a wide variety of diseases 
is increasing. 


Health visitors are responsible for the organisation of child welfare clinics throughout 
the county and, at these, they advise mothers on a wide range of problems. In some cases, 
health visitors are available at baby clinics run by family doctors, and they also attend a 
variety of other clinics, including those concerned with chest disease and family planning. 
In schools, health visitors act as a link between the family, the school medical officer, and 
the teaching staff, in addition to which they are being widely employed for health education 
amongst the pupils. 


Health visitors are developing an increasing interest in the welfare of the elderly, and work 
in liaison with the district nurses and with voluntary old people’s welfare committees. They 
try to prevent medical or social breakdown by assisting old people to remain independent as 
long as possible, and their efforts are supplemented by home helps, mobile meal services, 
and by ensuring that each old person has access to all the welfare and other facilities to 
which he or she is entitled. 


Specialised health visiting 


There are at present two fields in which health visitors are carrying out specialised aftercare 
work. The first of these is venereal disease, in which a health visitor spends part of her time 
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assisting the consultant physician in venereology to follow-up female patients. The second 
is diabetes mellitus, where a specialist health visitor is available to continue the teaching of 
dietary and other matters in the diabetics’ own homes, acting as a link between the hospital 
and domiciliary medical services. 


Attachment to general practices 


The county’s first scheme whereby health visitors serve general practices rather than 
geographical areas was established in Corby in January 1965, and it is hoped that this arrange- 
ment will be extended to other areas of the county.

ANTHRAX 


Vaccine is available from the County Health Department or the Central Public Health 
Laboratory, Colindale Avenue, London, N.W.9 (Telephone: Cot 7041), for persons who are 
at special risk of contracting this disease. The workers mainly concerned are those employed 
in tanneries, glue, gelatin, soap and bonemeal factories, and woollen mills, who are regularly 
handling raw materials, such as wool, hair, hides, skins, bone and bonemeal, hoof and horn 
meal which have been imported from countries in the Middle East, Asia, Africa and Central 
and South America. Record cards are not required from general practitioners in respect of 
this form of inoculation. 


B.C.G. 


All 13-year-old children attending local authority or private schools have the opportunity 
of being vaccinated against tuberculosis if it is found to be necessary. A Heaf tuberculin 
test is carried out, the negative reactors are vaccinated and the positive reactors are offered 
a chest X-ray examination. Practitioners are informed of children who have positive 
reactions.

The following special considerations should be taken into account with yellow fever 
vaccination: : 


(a) When yellow fever vaccine and smallpox vaccine are to be given to the same person 
it is generally advisable that vaccination against yellow fever should be done first and at least 
four days before a primary vaccination against smallpox; if primary vaccination against 
smallpox is done first, there should be an interval of twenty-one days before vaccination 
against yellow fever. 


(b) Vaccination of an infant against yellow fever should be postponed until the age of 
nine months because of possible ill-effects.

EXCLUSION FROM SCHOOL OF MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL STAFFS. 


(a) School meals staff 


When persons employed in the preparation or service of school meals contract one of the 
diseases listed hereunder, or become home contacts of a case of one of these diseases, they 
should immediately be suspended from duty and should not be permitted to resume work 
until the Medical Officer of Health has stated that it is reasonably safe for them to do so. 


(a) Smallpox. 

(b) Scarlet fever and other streptococcal infections. 

(c) Diphtheria. 

(d) Poliomyelitis. 

(e) Encephalitis. 

(f) Meningococcal infection. 

(g) Bowel infections. 

(h) Skin infections likely to cause food poisoning, e.g. septic infections of the hands, 
forearms and face. 

(4) Infective hepatitis (jaundice). 


Members of the school meals staff suffering from a communicable disease which is not 
listed above should be dealt with in the manner applicable to children in like circumstances. 


Members of the school meals staff who become home contacts of communicable diseases 
not listed above need not be suspended from duty unless the Medical Officer of Health or 
Principal School Medical Officer considers that there are special circumstances justifying 
suspension. 


(b) Staff other than school meals staff 


When other persons employed in schools (e.g. teachers, helpers, clerks, caretakers) con- 
tract a communicable disease, they should have applied to them ihe same rules regarding 
exclusion as are applied to school children in like circumstances. Those who become home 
contacts of cases of smallpox, diphtheria, poliomyelitis, encephalitis or meningococcal 
infection should also have applied to thern the same rules regarding exclusion as are applied 
to school children in like circumstances. 


Those who become hoine contacts of cases of other communicable diseases need not be 
excluded from duty unless the Medical Officer of Health or Principal School Medical Officer 
considers that there are special circumstances justifying exclusion. 


Gamma Globulin 


Gamma Globulin which is used to protect contacts of certain infectious diseases who are 
at special risk can be obtained from the Public Health Laboratory, Northampton, telephone: 
34347. 
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International certificates of vaccination 


Three forms of international certificate of vaccination have been prescribed, namely, 
for smallpox, cholera and yellow fever. 


A person going abroad should write to the representative in the United Kingdom of the 
country or countries to which he is going, asking for the precise requirements regarding 
vaccination and the validity of vaccination certificates and stating whether he is travelling 
by air or otherwise. A list of representatives is supplied by the Passport Office. Certificates 
may be obtained from the company arranging transport, or from the County Health Depart- 
ment. After the certificate has been completed by the vaccinating doctor, it must be stamped 
by the medical officer of health of the district or county. 


Smallpox vaccination certificates are valid for three years; 
cholera vaccination certificates for six months; 
yellow fever vaccination certificates for ten years.

PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY SERVICE 


The routine work of this service, whicn is directed by the Medical Research Council on 
behalf of the Minister of Health, is essentially bacteriological and virological. Except for 
certain tests closely associated with bacteriological and virolugical investigation, chemical 
and bio-chemical tests and histological examinations are not performed. 


Outfits for throat swabs, Widal tests, blood samples, examinations of urine and faeces can 
be obtained from the Public Health Laboratory at Northampton General Hospital; tele- 
phone: Northampton 34347. 


All specimens should reach the laboratory as soon as possible after collection. The 
laboratory can sometimes arrange to meet trains or buses to collect specimens if they are 
notified in advance. In this case it is important that specimens should be labelled ‘“‘ to be 
called for ”’.

The majority of the nursing staff of the County Health Department are engaged in com- 
bined midwifery and general nursing duties, although some carry out health visiting duties 
in addition to these.

Maternity cases

circumstances are then assessed and allocations of beds are made in appropriate cases. There 
are, throughout the county, more applications than there are maternity beds available.

The mother, when possible, should be admitted to hospital before the birth of the child 
but, where the birth has taken place at home, application for admission should be made to 
the Premature Baby Unit, Barratt Maternity Home, Northampton (telephone number 
Northampton 34700). Transport and special apparatus can be sent at once.

Stillbirths 

When a medical practitioner is present at a stillbirth or examines the body, he should 
issue a certificate of stillbirth. If he is not present but arrangements for maternity care have 
been made with him, he will be informed by the midwife and asked to examine the body 
and complete the certificate. In cases where a doctor is not booked, the midwife will give 
the certificate. The certificate when completed should be taken to the Registrar of Births 


and Deaths who will then issue a certificate of disposal. This will enable the parents to 
arrange for burial through an undertaker. 


Unmarried mothers (see also page U.1) 


Arrangements for admission to mother and baby homes are made through the Peterborough 
Diocesan Family and Social Welfare Council, Spencer Leeson House, 11 Langham Place, 
Northampton, and the Northampton Diocesan Catholic Child Protection and Welfare 
Society (Roman Catholic), 37 Brook Green, ors London, W.6, to whom cases 
should be referrred.

MENTAL HEALTH 


The Mental Health Section of the County Health Department deals with services for the 
mentally ill, the severely subnormal, and those subnormal patients who require supervision. 


Mental illness 


Patients who are mentally disturbed and need hospital care may be admitted informally to 
St. Crispin Hospital by arrangement with the physician superintendent (Dr. A. N. Graham) 
or one of the other consultants. Domiciliary consultation can be arranged. 


MENTAL WELFARE OFFICERS are combined hospital/local authority social workers. Where 
assistance is required in connection with the admission of any mentally disturbed patient, 
the practitioner should communicate with the mental welfare officers in the mental health 
section of the County Health Department. A 24-hour service is provided; during office 
hours *phone Northampton 34833; after office hours *phone Northampton 36633, which is 
the County Ambulance Control, where messages may be left or where the name and tele- 
phone number of the officer on duty may be obtained. 

Practitioners requiring heip for patients who are mentally ill but who do not need to be 
admitted to hospital, should communicate with the mental welfare officers who will visit the 
patients and arrange any necessary social help. They also carry out after-care visits to 
patients following discharge from hospital.

PSYCHIATRIC SOCIAL CLuBs. These social clubs have been established to prevent psychiatric 
breakdown where social stress, such as loneliness, is present, and to help recovery from 
rental illness by encouraging individuals to take part in social activities. Of the five clubs, 
four are under the control of the County Medical Officer of Health and the other is run by a 
voluntary organisation.

RESIDENTIAL HOME. New House, Weedon, is a private residential home for mentally ill 
females, elderly and others who do not require nursing care. It is registered with the County 
Welfare Department. 


Mental subnormality 


Home VisitING. A mental welfare officer or health visitor visits patients who are not 
attending training centres, every three months, or more often where considered necessary, 
to give help and advice to parents and relatives. 


A CONSULTANT PSYCHIATRIST from Pewsey Hospital attends a monthly clinic in the county 
to see problem cases and to give advice to parents and relatives and to the County Health 
Department regarding further care and training. 


HosPITAL CARE for severely subnormal patients is provided on either a temporary or 
permanent basis. . 


Temporary Care for a period from two to eight weeks is arranged in order to give parents 
or relatives relief from the strain of caring for the patient, or for other reasons, such as 
illness of the parent or relative. 


Permanent Care is more difficult because of the national shortage of beds. Applications 
for permanent admission are considered by a consultant who allocates places on the waiting 
list according to degree of priority. 

All applications, whether for permanent or temporary care, should be made to the County 
Medical Officer of Health. 


NurstInG Home. Solden Hill House, Byfield (owned by Solden Hill Houses Limited) is 
registered with the Health Department as a private mental nursing home for the reception of 
twenty severely subnormal patients over the age of fourteen. 


» 


Training centres for the mentally handicapped 


The County Health Department provides training centres for children who cannot attend 
ordinary schools, and for adults who are unable to obtain suitable employment. 


TRAINING CENTRES FOR CHILDREN are open during normal school hours and milk and 
midday meals are provided as in ordinary schools. Attendance at these centres 
is compulsory, as is the case for children attending normal and special schools. Special 
transport to and from the centres is arranged in most areas, and if public transport is used, 
the parents are refunded the cost. There are centres at The Henley School, George Street, 
Kettering; Forest Gate School, Forest Gate Road, Corby; Junior Training Centre, Salem 
Hall, Salem Lane, Wellingborough; and Dallington Park School, Holyrood Road, 
Northampton. 

THE INDUSTRIAL UNIT at the Henley Centre, Kettering, provides training and employment 
for 70 subnormal adults. The hours are 9.0 a.m. to 4.30 p.m., and the type of work includes 
printing, woodwork, assembly work, garment making, laundry, domestic work, gardening 
and car washing. 


HENLEY HOSTEL, KETTERING 


This is also part of the Henley Unit and is a residential hostel for 15 youths (over 16 years) 
and adults who live in remote areas of the county or whose home conditions are unsuitable, 
and who would otherwise be unable to attend the industrial unit each day. Some residents 
have obtained employment in outside industry and continue to reside at the hostel.

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MINISTRY OF PENSIONS 
AND NATIONAL INSURANCE 


The Ministry is responsible for the administration of War Pensions and Allowances and 
of the Family Allowances, National Insurance, Industrial Injuries Insurance and related 
schemes. 


The main National insurance Scheme provides, in return for regular weekly flat-rate 
contributions, weekly flat-rate cash benefits during sickness, unemployment or widowhood, 
and on retirement from regular work. There are also benefits for orphans, as well as pay- 
ments for maternity and on death. 


The industrial Injuries Scheme provides cash benefits for those who because of an accident 
at work or due to contracting one of the prescribed industrial diseases, are unable to work 
or are disabled, and for widows and certain other dependents of industrial casualties. 


Local Pensions and Nationai Insurance offices also issue, on behalf of the Ministry of 
Health (Welfare Foods Service), tokens for the purchase of milk at reduced prices, and 
National Dried Milk.

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NURSING SERVICES 


At the request of practitioners, general nursing care is given to sick persons in their homes 
by district nurses of the County Health Department. The pattern of home nursing is 
changing, with the emphasis increasingly on rehabilitation and care of the aged. In addition 
to their in-service training, the district nurses periodically take refresher courses in Northamp- 
ton General Hospital and Kettering General Hospital in order to keep abreast of recent 
developments. Student nurses from Northampton General Hospital and Kettering General 
Hospital accompany district nurses on their rounds as part of their training. 


Nursing homes 


There are no nursing homes registered with the County Council under the Public Health 
Act, 1936. 


Nursing equipment 


Through arrangements made by the County Health Department, bedpans, back rests, 
bedcradles, rubber rings, urinals, etc., can be obtained on loan from depots maintained by 
the British Red Cross Society and the St. John Ambulance Brigade. A deposit of between 
1/- and 10/- according to the article supplied is required, but this is waived in the case of 
tuberculous and necessitous cases. Application should be made to the district nurse who 
also holds a small stock of nursing equipment. 


Larger articles such as hoists, hospital beds, nursing hoists, commodes and sorborubber 
mattresses are supplied by the County Health Department, and application should be made 
through the district nurse.

OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY 


There are two occupational therapists working under the supervision of the County 
Medical Officer of Health. They visit handicapped persons in their homes to teach them 
handicrafts, hold weekly therapy classes in Desborough and Thrapston, and attend social 
clubs run by the British Red Cross Society for the handicapped in Corby and Kettering. 


They cover the whole county in dealing with mentally ill or mentally handicapped persons, 
and those physically handicapped who are referred through the County Health Department. 
They also visit physically handicapped persons who are registered as permanently disabled 
by the County Welfare Department and who reside in the north-eastern part of the county.

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SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICE 


The School Health Service is under the control of the Principal School Medical Officer, 
who is also County Medical Officer of Health. Medical examinations of children are 
arranged throughout their school careers, but increasing attention is now being paid to 
selective examination in order that particular help may be given to those who require it, 
instead of spending an excessive amount of time on the healthy majority. Ifa child, on being 
examined by a school medical officer, is found to have a condition which calls for treatment, 
he is referred to his own family doctor who has the choice of dealing with the matter himself 
or of leaving it to the Principal School Medical Officer to make the necessary arrangements. 


The services provided include dental treatment, the provision of appliances (see pages D3 
and E5), audiometric testing and hearing assessment, enuresis, child guidance, refraction and 
speech therapy clinics (see under the various headings below). 


Handicapped children 


The Principal School Medical Officer advises the Chief Education Officer on the need for 
special education for handicapped children at day or residential schools and such education 
is available for all types of handicapped children. 


In Northamptonshire, there are special schools for educationally subnormal children at 
Loddington Hall and at Wellingborough. A further special school is due to open in Corby 
in February, 1966. A special day school at Kettering is divided into two departments, one 
for physically handicapped and the other for educationally subnormal children. 


Cerebral palsy 


At John Greenwood Shipman Convalescent Home, Dallington, there is a special residential 
unit for 18 spastic children. 


Arrangements are also made to accommodate handicapped children in special schools 
outside the county where this is necessary.

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SPEECH THERAPY 


Speech therapists are available through the County Medical Officer of Health. Their 
work is mainly concerned with school children and treatment is carried out in schools and 
health clinics and, in special circumstances, at home.
